but that is a problem that could easily be w orked out, especially if mass* 
singiug were m ade an established custom . 
But before the above-described 
conditions can have any value w hatsoever, o r even becom e possible, it is 
necessary to have the full sym pathy of tile m ilitary authorities in this up­ 
hill pioneer work and their aid in all m ovem ents, such as the work of the 
war departm ent commission on training (ami* activities looking to this end. 
T here is no doubt in my mind th a t they will give them enthusiastic co­ 
operation when they once clearly understand the itature of thj* .situation.

- C. M. La 
Pelt!® of Kingsville, who, with his 
tw o brothprs-ln law and their families,

stroyed the destruction caused by the 
cotton boll weevil. 
Mr. La F e ttle is cultivating a hun­ 
dred acres of cotton at Kingsville and 
sta te s that h e will raise IOO bales or 
a bail to th e acre, and th a t the boll 
weevil will be a very sm all factor in 
re g u la tin g th e size of his crop. 
He sta te s th at a fte r the plant s ta rts 
grow ing well, every day a t 0 or IO

ton plants. 
He says a study of the 
pests indicate that they drop on the 
ground from the plant ami burrow just 
below the surface to escape th e h eat 
of the su n ; th e sun's ray s are fatal 
the weevil.
